STEAMER COLLISION IN. THE RIVER 
AT SHANGHAL ' 


Tho Daily New? gives the following account 
of a collision in the riyer'at Shanghai :—A fow 
thinntes after ona o'clock a.m. on the 10th inst, 
a oollision occurred batweon the Paiwo, Captain 
Friend, and the Ningpo. Both vesssls were: to 
have left Shanghai on the morning of the LOth, 
the Tuto for Hankow and tho Ningpa for 
Hongkong. The former was at Heard’s Wharf, 
and tha latter just ahead of har, at the China 
Morchanta’ Central Wharf. The Taiwo started 
at 1a.im; on the ebb tide, so as to catch the flood 
at the Red Booy. Thero was a strong breagy 
blowing at the timo on tho Wharves, and , this 
drove the Taivs on the Ningpo, onusiug. her to 
collide with the latter vessel nearly at right 
angles, and striking hor on the starboard side, ‘a 
little forward of the mainmast above. and below 
the water line, , The Tatws backed “off and au- 
chored, and as tho Ningpo was lonking, tho pumps 
wore aot to work. ‘The damage dono consiats of 
three plates and 5 frame brokon and a beam bent.
